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Institute of Gerontology sparks wide-spread interest

UVic will play a major role in the Institute 
of Gerontology now being established at the 
former St. Joseph’s School of Nursing 
Building at the old Victoria General 
Hospital on Fairfield. 

The Fairfield hospital is being turned 
over to geriatric care when the new Victoria 
General Hospital opens in April on 
Helmcken. 

The downtown Institute will be a centre 
for research, education and information on 
all aspects of aging. 

“We have a beautiful building, a great idea, 
a lot of enthusiastic people, but no money at 
all”, says Dr. Paul Baker (Sociology) who 
has been named to the Interim Advisory 
Board of the Institute. 

UVic, the medical staff of the hospital, 
and the community will all be involved in 
the Institute. Although the Institute will 
have a direct link with the hospital, it will be 
a separate body run by a non-profit society, 
says Baker. 

“It is important that the Institute be an 
autonomous body without government 
support. We want to avoid being labelled 
and be able to express opinions freely.” 

If initial response is any indication, 
UVic’s participation in the new Institute 
will include a wide spectrum of disciplines. 
Forty people from such departments as 
Sociology, Psychology, Nursing, Social 


Work, Philosophy, Law, Public Administra¬ 
tion and others turned out for a recent 
meeting called by Baker. 

Other UVic members of the Interim 
Advisory Board are Dr. Otfried Spreen 
(Psychology) and Dr. Andrew Farquharson 
(Social Work). The nine-member board was 
put together by Dr. Don Carlow, Medical 
Director at the Victoria General Hospital. 
Other board members represent the medical 
staff and the community. 

The first task of the Interim Advisory 
Board is to define a role for the Institute of 
Gerontology. This has been broadly defined 
as providing information, training, 
education and research regarding all 
aspects of aging. 

“Everyone comes with different 
expectations and perspectives.” says 
Spreen. “We are trying to determine what 
could conceivably be conducted under the 
Institute. Just by being there the Institute 
will be able to provide information on 
organizations serving the elderly. It could 
provide something like a ‘need-line’. Direct 
counselling will also be available. 
Volunteer groups from the community will 
be involved and we would like to see four or 
five of the biggest groups located right at 
the Institute.” 

The location is readily accessible to the 
elderly and as well as providing 
information, will make available meeting 
space, lounges, and an auditorium. 

UVic’s main interest in the Institute will 


be research. Because space for research 
projects at UVic has always been a 
problem, those interested in research are 
delighted to have the space available in the 
Institute building. Researchers hope to 
study older people who are able and active 
as well as those who are sick. 

Spreen’s area of specialization is 
neuropsychology, which includes the study 
of brain function. It has been said that 
intelligence declines as one gets older. 
Spreen does not agree. 

“Intelligence does not deteriorate unless 
some specific disease is involved.” 

Having a direct link with the hospital will 
be a distinct advantage, he says. 

“We have to get some real activity under 
way as soon as possible,” points out Baker. 
Two studies already being considered are 
research on the importance of grandparents 
and whether older people have difficulty in 
the supermarket identifying and recogniz¬ 
ing products when confronted with all the 
new packaging. 

UVic students will also have a chance to 
get involved. It’s possible that nursing and 
social work students may be able to do 
practicums at the Institute and graduate 
students will do research. Dr. Michael 
Hunter (Psychology) teaches a third-year 
undergraduate course in Psychology of 
Aging. The Institute could provide a source 
of information for term papers as well as an 
opportunity to take a class down to see first¬ 


hand areas of gerontology being studied. 

Funding, of course, is a big problem. 
Although research grants are available to 
fund specific projects, funding not attached 
to a research project is required for 
administration of the Institute. Voluntary 
community organizations will play a large 
role but it is essential that a full time 
professional nucleus staff coordinate the 
administration of the Institute, says Baker. 

“Once the question of the Institute’s role 
has been resolved, a major fund-raising 
drive will be launched”. 

Various foundations have already been 
approached for funding to support the 
Institute during its first year. “We have 
heard from half a dozen and although some 
will support a specific research project we 
have had no luck in our request for 
administrative funding.” 

Sources of funding for specific research 
projects include the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council (SSHRC), the 
Medical Research Council, B.C. Health Care 
Research Council and Health and Welfare 
Canada. 

Those involved in the Institute agree with 
the need to study aging. “Canada is an 
aging society and Victoria, with 23 per cent 
of its population over 65, is surely a good 
place to start”, says Baker. 

“Our natural desire to understand 
ourselves and our future is perhaps most 
strongly expressed in the study of aging.”

Three presidents express concern 


The presidents of the three British 
Columbia universities, in a joint announce¬ 
ment, have expressed concern that 
increases in federal funding for post- 
seconday education may not be available to 
their respective institutions for the 1983-84 
fiscal year. 

In a recent announcement, federal 
officials in Ottawa indicated that increases 
in funding for post-secondary education in 
B.C. will be eight per cent in 1983-84 and 6.9 
per cent in 1984-85. 

Although federal transfer payments to 
the provinces are based on health, welfare 
and education needs, these payments 
become part of the province’s general 
funding and a portion cannot be designated 
by federal officials specifically for 
educational funding. 

“It is very essential that these additional 
funds be flowed through to our three British 
Columbia universities,” said Simon Fraser 
University President Dr. George Pedersen. 

“Given that last year the federal 
government provided 75 per cent of the cost 
of operating universities in our province, 
the increased support will be of real 
importance to us.” 

UVic President Dr. Howard Petch said “it 
is clearly the hope and expectation of all 
three universities that the provincial 
government of British Columbia will pass 
on the increased funds to the universities 
and will provide, as its share of support, an 
increase at least equivalent to that provided 
by the federal government.” 

Dr. Douglas Kenny, President of the 
University of British Columbia, added, “we 
recognize the need for federal restraint 
during these years, and that all publicly- 


funded organizations must share in that 
burden. 

“However, the universities of B.C. have 
been faced with severe provincial restraint 
over the last decade, and if this present 
pattern continues, we will be unable to meet 
the standards of excellence needed in the 
years ahead.”

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New hope for prison program? 


Following a wave of protest in the House of 
Commons and from citizens, Solicitor 
General Robert Kaplan has indicated that 
university-level courses may be continued in 
federal prisons. 

UVic has by far the most successful such 
program in Canada, offering courses to 150 
prisoners at William Head, Matsqui, Kent 
and Mountain Institution. 

Kaplan said recently that he is attempting 
to develop an internal loan program for 
prisoners. 

In January, Kaplan announced that post¬ 
secondary education programs in peniten¬ 
tiaries would be cancelled as a cost-savings 
measure. 

Under the student loan program, a 
prisoner could take courses by borrowing 
from the federal government. 

Among those pleased by Kaplan’s latest 
announcement is Kathleen Archibald, a 
UVic social work student who sent Kaplan a 
petition calling for the continuation of the 
program, with 300 names attached. 

The names were collected in two days in 
the Student Union Building. 

Archibald prepared and submitted the 
petition as a class project after hearing 
about Kaplan’s decision. “I believe that the 
more public pressure is placed on the 
government, the more likely the original 
decision will be changed,” she said. 

“I want to publicly thank everyone who 
signed the petition and let them know that it 
has been sent to Kaplan, Liberal Senator 
Jack Austen and NDP MP Svend Robinson 
who represents Burnaby Riding.” 

Archibald has received letters from 
Austen and Robinson acknowledging

Petch also received a letter from 
Lieutenant Commander Andrew Wynn of 
the Royal Navy and H.M. Yacht Britannia, 
reporting that the Duke of Edinburgh asked 
him to thank Petch for the gift of the UVic 
Mustang Floater Jacker.

receipt of the petition, but no reply from 
Kaplan. 

In his letter to Archibald, Robinson 
stresses that it is important for those 
concerned about the issue to continue their 
lobbying of the government, “if we hope to 
amend this decision or reverse it entirely”. 

Robinson has spoken on two occasions in 
the House of Commons on the issue and 
quoted UVic co-ordinator Douglas Ayers’ 
statement that cancelling the program was 
a mistake since the program is probably the 
only one shown to have a positive effect on 
prisoners. 

Robinson also read, in the House, part of a 
letter from Prof. Keith Jobson (Law), 
chairman of the William Head Citizen’s 
Advisory Committee, to Kaplan, as follows: 

“Considering the morale of the institution, 
the contribution the program makes to 
dynamic security, the success of the 
program in terms of reduced recidivism, the 
need to keep an open door to CCCs and 
CRCs in terms of overcrowded conditions, 
the contribution of the program to reduced 
prison costs generally, the importance of the 
program in meeting CSC objectives 
respecting community-prison contacts and 
relations, the contribution of the program to 
CSC objectives of providing opportunities 
for inmates to come out of prison better 
citizens than when they went in, consider¬ 
ing its low cost ratio per inmate at William 
Head and the large part of the prison 
population involved in the program (41 out 
of 150 prisoners), we urgently request your 
reconsideration of the decision to eliminate 
post secondary education programs at 
William Head.” 


“This extremely practical garment will be 
very useful to his Royal Highness,’’wrote 
Wynn.

Ministry funds 
part-time work 

There will be 72 part-time jobs for students 
at UVic in the summer work-study program 
funded by the Ministry of Education. 

The Ministry is providing funding for 
projects consisting of 75 hours of work for 
each student during the period May through 
August, with a student permitted to earn a 
maximum of $450. 

The rate of pay for jobs is $6 an hour. 

The work-study program is an extension 
of the loan and grant program to assist full¬ 
time post-secondary students with educa¬ 
tion and living costs while they are 
attending school. Students must be 
registered for both intersession and summer 
session as full-time students and must 
qualify for student aid under the same 
conditions as they do for the winter session. 

Ted Sawchuck, director of Student and 
Ancillary Services, is asking department 
heads and chairmen to submit summer 
projects for the work-study program to his 
office before April 15. 

Notices of approval for projects will be 
sent to those concerned before May 9 when 
the approved projects will be posted in the 
Canada Employment Centre in University 
Centre. 


The history of hand-made paper or “washi” 
dates back more than 1,000 years in Japan 
where papermaking has been refined to an 
art form. 

Earlier this year Japan hosted the first- 
ever International Paper Conference in 
Kyoto and Prof. Pat Martin-Bates (Visual 
Arts) was Canada’s official representative. 

An international award-winning artist for 
her prints, Martin-Bates saw demonstra¬ 
tions of hand-made papers from Korea, 
Nepal, Bali, Italy, Egypt and Hawaii as well 
as Japan and visited the mountain paper¬ 
making villages of Echizen and Kurotani. 

Speaking at the conference on paper as a 
medium for contemporary art were such 
internationally renowned artists as Robert 
Rauchenberg and David Hockney. 

Martin-Bates brought back some beauti¬ 
ful samples of Japanese paper to show to her 
printmaking class. “The problem with much 
of this paper is that it is too beautiful to put 
anything else on it,” she says. 


A reference by a provincial government 
deputy minister to proposed “housekeeping” 
changes in the University Act has set off 
“warning signals” for Chancellor Ian 
McTaggart Cowan. 

“Any time I hear a government official 
talk abut ‘housekeeping’ items I feel the 
same way,” McTaggart Cowan told the 
Board of Governors at the March 21 
meeting. 

“If there are to be changes in the Act, 
perhaps this university should submit some 
suggestions as to where we think changes 
should be made.” 

McTaggart Cowan was referring to a 
letter from R. W. Stewart, Deputy Minister of 
Universities, Science and Communications, 
regarding the current status of proposed 
changes to the University Act. 

The Act, developed in 1974, established 
the Universities Council of British 
Columbia (UCBC) to co-ordinate long-range 
planning at the three universities and 
describes, in general terms, the roles and 
membership of the Senate and Board of 
Governors. 

Stewart explained that he was unable to 
discuss proposed changes in concrete terms, 
“since we are not permitted to provide 
specific information about proposed 


While Martin-Bates has made paper 
herself she buys paper directly from Japan 
and France for her prints and paintings. 

“Hand-made paper has a quality all its 
own.” she explains. “There is an endless 
quantity of things that can be added to 
heighten its appearance, such as seeds, 
grass, threads, dried leaves and flowers”. 

Hand-made paper can be made from rags, 
or scraps of rag paper, but it is never made 
from rice, she points out. “Rice paper is a 
western expression. The Japanese most 
commonly use mulberry for their paper.” 

Like the Japanese, Martin-Bates believes 
that there is something unique in hand¬ 
made paper that cannot be duplicated by 
machine. 

“Machinery can’t bring out the beauty 
and the strength of hand-made paper,” she 
says. The traditional virtue of the finest 
hand-made paper is its exceptional 
permanence; its deterioration as centuries 
pass is negligible.” 


legislative action. We can say, however, that 
the University Act has been virtually 
unchanged since it was developed in 1974 
and that there are a substantial number of 
‘housekeeping’ items which require cleaning 
up.” 

He said the Ministry would be prepared to 
consider proposals for changes from the 
universities but warned that if the Act was 
opened for changes, “there will have to be a 
very quick submission from the universities 
to enable the Ministry to consider the 
proposals. 

“We are not certain at this time whether 
the Act will, in fact, be opened,” he added. 

President Dr. Howard Petch said 
university officials are not sure if sweeping 
changes are in store, but added that the 
Senate and BOG should be alerted to the 
possibility of changes. 

The Act requires quite careful study,” said 
Petch. “Over the years we have come across 
some points that need clarification. Many of 
them are definitional problems that have 
made life difficult at times. ” 

Petch suggested that the BOG, in 
consultation with the Senate, might decide 
to recommend some changes in the Act. The 
BOG decided to take a further look at the Act 
at the April meeting.

Professor emeritus honored

The “Whistle Party” at which graduating 
students in Physical Education receive a 
whistle and best wishes from faculty 
members has become an annual event, but 
this year’s version, March 25, contained a 
surprise for. long-time professor Dr. Fred 
Martens. 

Professor Emeritus Martens, who retired 
officially from UVic in 1982, received a 


University of Victoria Jubilee Medal for his 
“outstanding contributions to the univer¬ 
sity” from President Dr. Howard Petch. 

The 1978 medal commemorates the 75th 
anniversary of the first university classes 
taught at Victoria College, UVic’s 
predecessor, in 1903. 

Martens joined the old Provincial Normal 
School in 1955 and the following year it was 


combined with Victoria Collage. In 1963 the 
University of Victoria was established and 
the campus moved from Camosun College to 
Gordon Head. 

Physical Education was one of the first 
sections of Victoria college to move to the 
present UVic campus, locating in ‘P’ Hut 
which has since been demolished. 

Martens was a driving force in the long 
struggle to have the McKinnon Centre built 
and opened in 1975. The designated 
spokesman for Physical Education from the 
beginning, he became the first chairman in 
1972 and served in that capacity until 1975. 

Upon his retirement in 1982, he was 
honored by many professional associations 
including the Canadian Association for 
Health Physical Education and Recreation 
(CAHPER). 

“He continues to contribute as a professor 
emeritus,” points out Dr. David Docherty, 
director of the School of Physical Education. 

“And his contributions go beyond his 
discipline. He has brought considerable 
recognition and credit to this university.” 


Physicist gets grant 

The Science Council of British Columbia 
has awarded Dr. Monty Clements (Physics) 
$47,555 for further research into the ingition 
characteristics of methane with an 
emphasis on its use of methane fuel for 
vehicles. Clements has developed a low 
energy ignition system for vehicles using 
methane as fuel, and testing and evaluation 
of ingition properties will be a major part of 
the research. It will be carried out in 
cooperation with the Institute of Ocean 
Sciences in Sidney. 

The project is one of 58 sharing over $3 
million awarded following the latest semi¬ 
annual competition for grants.

Dean Jackson misquoted? 

The Editor 

The letter written by Mr. Rupert, Director of the 
Arts in Education Council, addressed to 
President Petch and printed in the Ring (March 
4, 1983) presumably to invite comment, must 
surely be one of the most curious thingseverto 
have come from an educator to a University 
president’s desk. 

Mr. Rupert writes “on behalf of the Arts in 
Education Council” and the “students in B.C.” 
and “decries” the new, slightly upgraded 
requirement of both a language and a science 
for admission to the University of Victoria. It is 
both curious and revealing that a Director of the 
Arts in Educaiton Council should find a 
language and a science requirement at the 
grade eleven, not the grade twelve (!) level in 
- o*tter to gain admission to a so-called higher 
institute of learning to be “ignoble” and 
“unworthy of a fine university”. The gifted, the 
talented and the prospective university student 
seems to need protection from a requirement of 
having to meet a minimal challenge. The main 
reason given: to ensure “full(er) participation in 
fine arts courses”. This seems, to be polite, a 
rather narrow perspective. 

The rationale of Mr. Rupert’s request is even 
more curious; it has a scientific ring of authority 
about it. He writes, “There is no foundation that 
I am aware of, neither in logic, nor in research” 
for the requirement. And adding weight to this 
statement, he claims that “Dr. Jackson, Dean of 
Education, made this point during the debate.” 
At this point Mr. Rupert proceeds in his 
seemingly scientific argument a little like the 
scientist who, looking for the human soul, 
dissected a corpse, found none and proclaimed 
that humans have no souls. I would maintain 
that Dr. Jackson would claim to have been 
misquoted. Dr. Jackson most likely said, or 
wanted to say, that until this day, educational 
psychology has not been able to measure 
accurately the transfer or all the benefits 
related to the study of a second language, a 
science, and the arts. I doubt, that the Dean of 
Education would dispute the occurrence of 
transfer on the basis of lack of proper ways of 
measuring it, when almost any student who 
survives a first-year language course could and 
would tell him: "I may not be fluent in the 
foreign language I studied this year, but I 
learned more about English than in my twelve 
years of school.” 


I appeal to Mr. Rupert to look again at his 
claim that there is “no empirical basis” for the 
requirements in question, but this time not from 
the myopic perspective of wanting to ensure 
full participation in the arts programs (we all 
know that they are very important), but from a 
perspective within the wider context of 1) the 
university as a higher institute of learning, 2) 
the university’s and the schools’ responsibility 
regarding this country’s policy of bilingualism 
and multiculturalism, 3) how we rate in general 
achievement (including knowledge of foreign 
languages) if compared to high school 
graduates of Europe and third world countries. 
In the meantime let us take comfort in the fact 
that those who cannot succeed in passing both 
a grade eleven second language and a science, 
can still find excellent opportunities in 
Community Colleges, Conservatories, and 
other special Arts schools, the first of which 
incidentally is also “supported by taxpayers”, 
as Mr. Rupert observes with regard to the 
university.
